FIVE LIVES ARE LOST 
IN NEARBY WATERS 
Arctic Social bu Sees One of * 


Members Drown in the 
Hudson River. 


BOY DIES IN AN OLD QUARRY 


East River, Long Island Sound, and 
Jamaica Bay Each Claim One Vic- 
tim—Many Are Rescued. 


Five persons were drowned yesterday 
in waters near this city, and many others 
had narrow escapes. One.of the drown- 
ings was in the Hudson. River, one in 
the East River, one in the Sound opposite 
Zerega Point, Bronx: one in Jamaica Bay 
and one in an abandoned stone quarry in 
Nutley, N. J. Two men in a boat, as- 
sisted by several bathers, rescued two 
whole families when a row boat in which 
nine persons were crowded upset in 
Flushing Bay. 

About fifty members of the Arctic 
Social Club, in camp in the Inter-State 
Palisade Park, New Jersey, witnessed thy 
drowning of one of their number, Samucil 
Huberman, 23 years old, a clerk of 63 
Baret Street, Brooklyn, in the Hudson 
River. Huberman, with Otto Matkowitz, 
another member of the club, of 2 Hart 
Street, Brooklyn, and ‘a woman com- 
panion went out for a row about 4 P. M. 
Both men wefe in bathing suits. When 
their boat was about 500 feet from the 
Jersey shore Huberman dived overboard, 
and, climbing back into it again, repeated 
the performance several times. He failed 
to rise to the surfacé after one trial, and 
the crowd on the shore heard those in the 
boat call for help. For ten minutes the 
boat was rowed in a circle, but Huber- 
man did not reappesr. — 

Mackowitz, who could not swim, was 
restrained by. the woman from jumping 
overboard after his friend. Their cries 
attracted Capt. Richard Cox who runs

All of the dead except three are, 
foreigners, The explosion was slight and 
little damage was done in the mine, but 
the deadly afterdamp caused the loss of 
life. 

Three sets of brothers and @ father and 
son are numbered among the dead. 
George and John Heek and Nick Pavelick 
and his 15-year-old. son were found.by 
the rescuers locked in each other’s arms, 
None of the bodies were mutilated and 
only a few showed any burns. 

Eleven of the men in one heading had 
apparently made ready to escape, for they 
carried their dinner pails and were head- 
ed for the opening. 

The first intimation of the explosion at 
the surface was when the safety door on 
the fan blew open and the machinery be- 
gan to run wild. It was surmised there 
was trouble below, but it was hours be- 
fore rescuers could enter the mine, 4t 
took some time to get to the place of. the 
accident, a mile amd a half from. the 
opening, because the rescuers wére 
obliged to carry oxygen with them. 

All but four of the bodies were brought 
to the foot of the shaft to-day, and were 
kept there until the others were recov- 
ered. Four bodies were buried beneath 
a cave-in at a heading, and.were not re- 
covered ufitil late to-day. The State Po- 
lice from Punxsutawney were called to 
police the vicinity of the shaft. 

Neither mine officials nor Mine Inspect- 
ors are able to assign a cause for the ex- 
plosion, as there are no survivors from 
which to gain an explanation, but it is 
the general belief that some of the men 
drilled into a pocket of gas.. The shaft 
is known as a non-gaseous one, and.

PAUL, Minn., July 16.—*“ There 
would be no trusts in the accepted mean- 
ing of the term,” said James J. Hill, “if 
we had a Federal law requiring every 
corporation to prove that its capital stock 
is fully paid up before it is allowed to do 
That would prevent false in- 
flation of values and the wide sale of 
stock in enterprises that are not solidly 
founded.”’

He is trying to ey 
out from New York how housing cond 
tions may be improved in France, ” 
his first glimpse of one of the bigsses 
tenément districts in the city led him to 
think, he intimated, that this city. had 
better be’ sending to Pris for instruction. 

“I ‘inspected several tenéments in low- 
er Manhattan,” he said on his return to 
the hotel, “and was informed by the 
tenants that they are paying $5 a month 
rent per room. Many of thess.rooms are 
go dark that they should be vacated at 
once as unfit for human. beings to live 
in. They are’also veritable death traps. 


I am also informed that from $500 to $600 


is the average earnings of unskilled le- 
borers in New. York, out of which they 
have to. pay $180 a year for their small 
rooms, This is about one-third of their 
total income. In Paris unskilled work · 
ers earn $400 to $550 a year on the aver- 
age, but their rents are only $90 to $130 
for three or four rooms, that is, only~a 
fourth to a fifth of their earnings. We 
feel in France that the rent should not 
take more than one-fourth.of the earn- 
ings of the family at most.” 

When informed of the steps proposed 
here for abolishing dark rooms, ‘Dr: Pra- 
nard said that in Paris there was a de- 
partment called ‘the ‘Caisse: Sanitaire, 
which has authority to take. such steps 
as seém, necessary to compel owners to 
make dark rooms fit for human habita- 
tion.

The Secretary would naturally de- 
sire to reach a right conclusion as to 
such matters [!, o. adulterated, mis- 
branded, polsonous, and deleterious 
foods, drugs, medicines, and Uquora)] 
and not subject the owners of articles 
affected by the ruling to litigation if 
any error should have been com- 
mitted by the Bureau; and Congress 
would seem to have pant in mind 
in providing in the 1 sum &ppro- 
priations of 1907 and 1908 for the em- 
ployment of “such assistants, clerks, 
and other persons as the Secretary of 
Agriculture may consider’ necessary 
for the purpases named,” 

Thus the eminent board was appoint- 
ed and paid in defiance of the Pure 
Food act and of Congress, What the 
Conference Committee had feared then 
came to pass, The Remsen Board was 
not asked whether, by the use of ben- 


zoic acid, offal might be prepared for 


introduction into the bakeshops, delica- 
tessen stores, and restaurants of the 
Nation in the form of cheap jams, jel- 
lies, fruit pie fillings, pickles, and 
other “bulk” preserves, It was not 
asked whether children, the aged, the 
sick, and persons in varying degrees of 
ill-health could withstend in their daily 
diet the cumulative effects of this pre- 
servative. It waa not asked whether 
every article of food which had been 
commonly preserved by means of ben- 
gzoic acid or sodium bensoate could not 
be preserved and offered to the con- 
sumer in perfect condition without the 
aid of any chemical preservative what- 
ever. Nor was the board asked wheth- 
er large doses of this chemical were not 
customarily used by the manufacturers, 
None of these vital questions was pro- 
pounded to the eminent Referee Board 
of Consulting Chemists. The questions 
put, upon which, later, Secretary Wi1- 
son's broad administrative ruling was 
based, were ansvered by a verdict that 
minute daily doses of sodium benzoate 
were not found to be deleterious when 
fed to young men in vigorous health 
during a period of three months. 
Secretary WILson knew, as Chairman 
Remsen pointed out in his apeech be- 
fore the Convention of State and Na- 
tional Food and Dairy Departments at 
Denver on Aug. 27, 1900, “that the 
Refereé Board was to take up only 
such questions as were referred to it 
by the Secretary.” Upon its narrow 
findings in reply to a question which 


omitted consideration of the vital facts, 


Secretary Wruson, aided and abetted 
by Attorney General WickeRsHaM, 
undertook the dangerous responsibility 
of permitting to be reintroduced into 
the markets of this country medicated 
garbage which the civilized nations of 
Burope had long excluded from ; their 
manufactures and importations. 

The House Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Department of Agriculture, 
it is announced, desires to know why Mr. 
‘WICKERSHAM exceeded the province of 
a> purely legal adviser .in recommend- 
ing that Dr. Wiumr and his coad- 
jutors, engaged in protecting the people 
against adulterators and poisoners, be 
put out of office. Other things will 
be inquired into. Among them will 
be the circumstances leading to the 
creation of the Remsen Board, and the 
purposes to which its services were put.

nation of such accidents to aviators as the 
one that brought Mars to the ground 
with such disastrous consequences on F'ri- 
day. This idea, if it did not originate 
with KIPLING, at least gained general ac- 
ceptance from his story of ‘The Night 
Mail," in which it was skillfully exploited, 
and there is no doubt that ina way it 
provides an explanation for phenomena 
often observed by the passengers of bal- 
locns as well as of aeroplanes. 

The way, however, ig much such a way 
as that in which the old theory of miasms 
from swamps or newly turned grour.d ex- 
plained malarix and justified the old fears 
of night air. We know now, of course, 


“ Pockets” in 


that night air is just as good as day air—- 


which is fortunate, since at night we have 
no other—and we would also know, if we 
stopped to think, that the aerial ocean is 
far less likely to have holes, or pockets, 
in it than is the ocean of water, which 
doesn't have them, and couldn't. What 
both of these cceans do have are our- 
tents—motions of thelr particles in all ai- 
rections under the influence of various 
differences of pressure—and as air is 
vartly more mobile than water, the effect 
of like influences cn it is the production 
of greater and more complex motions. 
The complexity of these movements is 
well shawn by the erratic flight of a piece 


‘of paper thrown into the air from a high 


building. It is obviously subjected to 
almost as many downward as upward 
pressures, but there is not the slightest 
excuse for supposing that ite falls are 
into “holes,” which word would imply 
the presence in. the air of spaces ap- 
proaching more or less closely the con- 
dition of vacuity. All the effects of such 
@® space, so far as balloons and aero- 
Planes go, would follow a sudden passing 
from a horizontal, or ascending, current 
to one moving downward. This would re- 
quire an instant readjustment of the sup- 
porting and propulsive forces at the avi- 
ator's command. Usually he can make 
it, but sometimes he cannot restore the 
equilibrium of his machine in time, and 
then he tumbles to the ground.

NIGHT REMOVAL OF GARBAGE. 


How It Affects Sleepers In the City’s 
Most Crowded District. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

I do not for one mioment doubt that in in- 
stituting the system of night removal of gar- 
bage by the city, Commissioner Edwards and 
Mayor Gaynor had only the interest of the 
community at heart. In fact, for the ‘greater 
part of the city, the system has proven 4 
Godsend, and the citizens are thankful. . Yet 
there is one section of the city, a poor and 
squalid section, where the removal of gar 
bage at night {s causing untold misery and 
suffering. I refer to the lower east oe 
Manhattan, 

The new plan requires that garbage cans 
be placed before houses at night, awaiting the 
arrival of the Department of Street Cleaning 
cart. The.people of the lower east side, num- 
bering thousands ta the block, with hundreds 
of Infants, have one breathing spot—the street, 
It is true there are parks, recreation pliers, 
roof gardens, and playgrounds for the 
children, but there are not enough. The ghetto 
is a world in itself, The few parks that it 
boasts are no more than oases in a desert of 
bricks, The majority of the residents seek 
relief from the torture and suffocation of their 
apartments (a refined name for a veritable 
hell) fn the streets, Mothers who have been 
tolling throughout the day, with suckling 
bables at their breasts, and others scarce older 
tugging at their skirts, rush to the streets at 
night, first to sit and then to sleep, Take @ 
stroll through ome of the crowded east side 
streets—Orchard Street or Ludlow will do— 
at 10 o’clock some evening, and you will 
find a large share of the population on make- 
shift blankets or pillows, lying on the side- 
walks, on stoops, and even on the asphalt 
pavement, seeking and gasping for alr—and 
all around, like mocking demons emitting 
their murderous stench, stand the garbage 


cans. Here a tiny baby, hardly human, still 
3 the instinct to cover up its little nostrils,

if in mortal dread that the foul air was 
ft the only target, But the babe 
hag ite mouth open, and the little Innocent 
soul is already breathing tn the germs of 
tuberculosis. There, an aged man, a relic of 
the past, bowed down by constant operation 
of @ machine in a sweatshop, ts slowly re- 
mounting the high stoop of the tenement fn 
which he dwells. He has come down for 
air, but it was foul. He must return to his 
little box—tis a shame to call it a room. 

I have drawn this picture that the Mayor 
and his Commissioner might know and judge 
of the value of night removal in the city’s 
most crowded section. And you, Mr. Wditor, 
will you not enlist the interest and sympathies 
of your readers and help to overcome the 
prejudices of well-meaning but uninformed pub- 
Uo officials? ;

wheat crop, the fourth largest in the 

ountry’s history,"and for a éern ‘crop 
which’ will fall short of the record yield 
of last year. At the outset of the farm- 
ing season there were indications that 
with favorable weather the country 
would harvest this year not only the 
biggest cotton, crop but also the bikgest 
corn and wheat crops in its history. 
This hope has since’ been abandoned. 
for both May and June brought some 
declines in the exceptionally bright out- 
look..at.the beginning of the former 
month. This, naturally, affords ground 
for some disappointment,. though. the 
results still promised:are far from giv- 
ing any ground for uneasiness concern- 
ing thé general result of this~ year’s 
harvest. Thé Government's July crop 
report issued on Monday last showed 
a decrease in the condition, of both 
Winter and Spring wheat, and reported 
the cohdition ‘of corn a ‘little below the 
trade.expectations, On the other hand, ) 
the acreage planted to corn this year, 
eas estimated by the Department of Ag- 
riculture, was found to be considerably 
in excess of private estimates. Placing 
the figureg-as ft did at more than 115,- 
900,000 acres, the Government estimat- 
ed the corn area at very nearly 2,000,- 
000 acres above the record planting of 
last year. On the basis of the depart- 
mefit’s acreage and condition figures 
the indicated yield of. Winter wheat, as 
of July1, was 457,900,000 bushels, of 
Spring: wheat 244,900,000 bushels, and 
of corn -2}956;,000,000, The total indi- 
cated. wheat’ yield was 702,800,000 bush- 
els, which was something more than 
60,000,000 bushels under the June 1 in- 
dication. Private advices of conditions 
since the Government report was made 
up have been as conflicting as similar 
reports during the weeks preceding the 
publication.of the July report, but if a 
balance were struck between the favor- 
able and the unfavorable in these re- 
ports it would probably be found that 
the former; predominated. This much, 
at léast; is assured that the rains which 
have tallen in the grain growing ‘States : 
since July 1 have given relief to the' 
crops, particularly to corn, and it is | 
fair to assume, in the face of the con- 
flicting’ private reports, that except ‘in 
a few States the general condition of 
the corn fields has beén maintained up 
to the ‘condition figures estimated by 
the Government at the opening of this 
month,. Improvement over’the July in- 
dications would by no means be un- 
precedented, but,it.is well to take ac- 
count of the general crop outlook with- 
out — to any anor’ improvement.

HEAT MELTED PAVEMENTS 


Sank Deep—Had to be Pried Loose, | 


One feature of the’ recent ‘hot weather 
was its effect on ‘asphalt’ pavements 
of the city. The asphalt absorbed heat 
until, in many instances, it Was almost as 
soft as when it was laid, Where the as- 
phalt lacked binder or wag not thoroughly 
mixed it ined: the footprints even if a 
boy walked across it.

There will be special elections in 
Jersey City and Passaic next Tuesday, 
and it is believed that Jersey City. will 
vote against the plan. . There is much 
doubt’ as to the result in Passaic, Pas- 
saic is a city normally Republican by 
a large majority. ‘Indications are that 
the commission. plan has more friends 
among the’ Republicans.than it has among 
the Democrats. 

Hoboken and New Brunswick, Demo- 
cratic cities, rejected the plan, while 
Trenton, normally Republican, accepted 
it. Bayonne, where the two parties are 
pretty equally divided, with a slight: ad- 
vantage for the Democrats, rejected. the 
plan by a very small vote, 

The election in Jersey City will be of 
special podlitical significance. Without 
Gov. Wilson's intervention, commission 
government, it is believed, would not have 
@ chance in New Jersey. Those who afe 
endeavoring to figure out matters in.ad- 
vance seem to be most concerned about 
the actual attitude of Mayor Wittpen and 
Judge Mark A, Sullivan of the Court of 
Errors and Appeals, who are both avow- 
edly supporters of the commission idea, 
but also are candidates for the Demo- 


cratic nomination for Mayor of Jersey: 


City should the commission plan be de- 
feated next Tuesday. Neither, however, 
is willing to withdraw from the contest 
and hinge everything on the adoption of 
the commission plan, as it was reported, 
Gov.

SPOT, POLICE DOG, IS DEAD. 


Friend of Children, and Enemy of Evil- 
doers, He Succumbed to the Heat. 


NUTLEY, N. J., July 16—Spot, the 
Nutley police dog, is dead and buried in 
Sergt.

In one case, where 4 
chicken coop had been cleaned out and 
human thieves were, suspected, Spot led 
the way to a cavity under a barn, where 
ithe missing chickens were found, killed 
by rats. 

The dog was a familiar figure in town, 
and was always on hand to ‘escort school 
children acros the street, barking at any 
vehicle that might approach, Scores of 
children visited Spot’s grave to-day and 
placed flowers on it as a tribute to the 
friend who was ever ready to protect 
them.

SPOILS SPLIT SOCIALISTS. 


City Government at Berkeley Almost 
Disrupted Over Patronage.

BERKELEY, Cal., July 16.—Socialists 
took possession of the city government 
here only a few weeks ago with. predic- 
tions that they would show what wonders 
eould be worked by the rule of brotherly 
love. Already they have fallen out so 
badly that disruption of their government 
mo == —*— averted and conditions 
ate suc © party organization has 
demanded that the city officials shall 
meet with the chiefs of the party once a 
month and discuss their policies. 

Curiously enough, the trouble started 
over the spolis of office, as trouble has 
started before for the same cause in the 
older parties. Mayor J. Stitt Wilson who 
won his office largely through the efforts 
of young Socialists who are students at 
the University of California, began 
after his election to do what Mayors of 
plutocratic persuasion generally do—dis- 
tribute the plums. One of the best of 
these was the City Attorneyship, to which 
he appointed a good Socialist, Redmond C. 
Staats. There waa agitation for the re- 
appointment of C. D, M, Greene, and 
‘Councilman John <A. Wilson, 
championed his cause. The Council 
by the Mayor and Staats was put in 
office, 

Immediately the supporters of Council- 
man Wilson began circulating a petition 
for the recall of the Mayor on the ground 
that he was misusing his office to favor 
friends. 
Mayor pointed out that no recall could be 
filed. until he had been in office three 
months. Then the Councilman put his 
resignation in the hands of the Socialist 
leaders and demanded that the Mayor 
should do the same and let a choice be 
made. 

The Socialist leaders held a — and 
refused to act on the Councilman’s resig- 
nation or to demand the Mayor’s, but’ put 
forth the compromise plan for monthly 
conferences. It is significant that this 
meeting voted down a resolution that no 
Socialist should ask for a city office,
